A noticeable feature of the new mil- 


inery is (he combination of velvet with 
he most diaphanous fabrics, lace, tulle 
ami gauze. The velvet is in some in- 
tances used for a soft puffed crown, 
and the brim ia either entirely of tulle, 
or it is of velvet veiled or edged with 
ulle; in other instances the velvet 
brms the full puffed front, and the soft 
irown, is of tulle, shirred or puffed. 


Laces of various kinds, both black 


and colored, in trimming widths, enter 
conspicuously into dressy millinery, 
aud a favorite disposition of this garni- 
ture is in upright fans, sometimes 
double, so turned that they form a sort 
of calyx surrounding aigrettes and 
piquets of fine flowers, that stand up 
from the center in a most aggressive 
fashion. 


Lace handkerchiefs, in black and 


colora, are new this season, and arc 
often utilize^ in the manner above de- 
scribeii, or they form bristling bows 
with four pointed ends, or are bunched 
and draped over the crown, or disposed 
in a hundred different ways that only 
the deft fingers of an artist can accom- 
plish, and no one can describe. 
Some 


of these are in Chantilly patterns, 
others have the more pronounced Span- 
ish and guipure designs ; and there lire 
embroidered squares of gauze that are 
used in the same general way. 


Exquisitely embroidered fabrics in 


Gobelin colors are combined with vel 
vet, gauze and lace ; and there are em 
broidereil silks that have gold, silver 
beads and spangles intermixed, which 
are very rich and effective. 
Beads in 


black and all fashionable colors appca 
us an embellishment on almost ever) 
fabric used for millinery, and hats and 
bonnets are made entirely of beads 
black and colored, strung on wires am 
interlaced in a trtllis pattern, a wired 
lace to match forming or supplement- 
ing the brim. 


Flowers are employed in profusion, 


and the handsomest are made of vel- 
vet, which imparts to them the deep 
rich tints characteristic of the darker 
varieties. A trellis bonnet, made en- 
tirely of fine jet, is trimmed with vel- 
vet nasturtium blossoms of the natural 
size, so perfect in coloring that they 
are hardly distinguishable from the 
natural Mooms. Sprays of lilac and 
heliotrope are also especially lovely 
made in tins material. 


A novel manner of arranging flowers 


on bonnets is to place a lovely tied 
cluster, or "posy,11 about the middle 
of the crown, the nodding blooms 
standing up tow aid the front and us- 
ually showing above it. The strings 
generally start from this cluster, the 
upper ends arranged iu loops that set 
up against the flowers, concealing the 
Ktcms, or they are tied in a bow about 
the stems, which appear as if just cut 
from the parent stalk. 
' Fine flowers lire used in piquets, or 
aigrette-like sprays, and also for bor- 
dering brims, sometimes all the way 
around, especially those that have the 
peaked front and back to match, when 
the flowers are used to fill in both 
openings. 
Bonnets in this shape are 


to be worn without strings; other bon- 
nets have long strings, from two to 
three nnd a half inches in width, and 
there are others with two sets of 
strings, of ribbon about an inch wide. 


Straws are shown in endless variety, 


and many of the fancy sorts are en- 
liched with beads or embroidery. 
A 


line braid of the satin variety, iu a 
light brown tint, has fine gilt cords 
and bronze beads interwoven with it, 
is sewed round and round on a 
frame, while the brim is of plain satin 
braid. Various fine straws and fancy 
kinds like the lace straws are woven 
in sheets, which are plaited and folded 
and pinched to form crowns for both 
bonnets and hats, and are so artistic- 
ally manipulated that they do not ap- 
pear as stiff as might be supposed. 
There arc handsome laces of straw, 
some of them delicately fine, that trim 
very effectively. 


Most of the hats are intended to be 


worn over the face; and it is predicted 
that young ladles will wear this style 
of head-gear for all purposes this 
season, and leave bonnets to matrons 
and "elderly" young ladies. Brims 
are of irregular widths; sometimes 
quite broad in front, quite narrow at 
one side and at the back, and so wide 
on the other side that when turned up 
against the crown, as most of them 
are, thej reach quite to the top of it. 
There are shapes like English walking 
hats, with the brim turned up sharply 
and close to the crown at the sides, the 
front square and projecting, and no 
brim at all at the back; and the same 
un"eet is noticeable in hats with the brim 
outstanding in front and at the sides, 
and either cut off or pinched up into 
Hutes or turned up squarely against 
the crown. In these shapes the trim- 
ming is almost invariably disposed 
at the back. 


There are Tuscans and fine Milans 


and fancy straws of the same class that 
will be used for dressy hats; but the 
jolid-colored English straws and mixed 
braids will remain the choice for ordi- 
nary wear. These are trimmed with 
eel vet and plumes, and it goes without 
jaying that ribbons are used to an al- 
most unlimited degree.— Demorest's 
Monthly.

Ewythto« 
whirled and danced abouUpe, My bead felt 
like a big balloon hanging about among 
clouds of Kilid rock. I ww doobfc. The little 
smoky lamp had great luminous rings about 
it. The faces and fornw of oar captain bold 
and his two matm grew gigantic and dwarfed 
to pigmies with each lurch of the laboring 
vessel. I don't know what might have hap- 
pened in my desperate sickness and fury bad 
not tbe schooner at that instant shipped a 
generous tea, a ton or so of which burst 
through the door of tbe companion way and 
snuffed out the savage hilarity of these old 
salts' meal in n jiffy, giving me escape from 
their persecutions and themselves something 
besides a landlubber to play with, during 
which heaven-sent intermission I reeled into 
a berth and that sodden, deathlyjtupor which 
follows the best physical and mental efforts 
of the bravest of men to battle against, that 
direst of scourges and most inscrutibks of 
mysteries, the sickness of the sea. 


It would be safe to record about one week 


of iny voyage to Cuba as being a period of 
dreadful blank. It Is possible that such expe- 
riences are needed to humbU man. 
If so, 


one should figure on things M> as to be hum- 
bled that way only once. But after what 
one might term a partial restoration to con- 
sciousness, there was much of true interest 
about me. 


Tbe captain, who, to do bun credit, hod 


underneath his preposterously mean nature 
some bits of warmth and geniality and ah 
occasional revelation of colossal humor, gave 
ma the half of his own berth, which stood in 
the tide of another little six foot cabin at the 
rear of where we ate. 
This compartment 


was a queer place. The walls were filled with 
pictures of sea fights, and many worse than 
those pasted against tbe partitions and 
glossed over with varnish. The carpet, whose 
zigzag pattern was obliterated with grease 
and tar, had been woven on an old oak loom 
up at Eastport by our captain's grandmother, 
along about the time when the Enterprise 
took in the Boxer and tbe Constitution cap- 
tured the Guerrlere in Portland and Boston 
harbors. The old liair lounge yawned and 
creaked with the ceaseless movement of tbe 
vessel, and nobody had tho heart to burden it 
further. 
At the head of the lied stood the 


softly ticking ship's chronometer. Against 
the center of the forward partition was a lit- 
tle desk whore tbe captain studied his courses, 
bis logarithms and charts, and figured his 
"reckonings" and bis gains; and over this, 
day and night, swung H very smoky lamp. 
Before this, as before a midnight shrine, I 
nhalJ ever remember our captain; for, of wild 
nights and almost all 
nights for that 


matter, clad only in drawers, undershirt, a 
sou'wester hat and rubber shoes, he roamed 
about this mite of a den like a caged bear, or 
snorted and sputtered at his desk, scratching 
and creaking on an old slate with a flinty 
pencil, and swearing the most terrible oaths 
one ever heard, as if to keep himself agreea- 
ble company. At these times an old briar 
root pipe stood out sidevvise from his scraggy 
jaw. And he puffed, puffed, puffed. 
For 


certain reasons I am patient with those who 
love tobacco. But the crude of our captain's 
tobacco, the age of that briar root pipe, the 
condensed and recondonsed sections of that 
smoke which could have been caught, spliced, 
twisted and hung up to dry, were something 
undoubtedly worse than Virgil and Dante 
encountered in the tenth gulf of old Lucifer's 
dominions. 


The old salt, too, resented anybody sleep- 


ing. The more I sneezed and strangled, the 
more he puffed. To vary this ho would yell 
out all sorts of wild old ballads. Snort, puff, 
sneeze for a few minutes. Then— 
"Yo parllauieats of England, ye lords and es- 


quirea, too, 
Consider well what you're about, and what you 


mean to do; 


You're now at war with Yankees, and you will 


rue the day 


That you roused the sons of liberty in North 


Ameri-ca." 


Swear, puff, snort, and then: 


"Main boom! top and lift! 


Davy take a fall! 


Jib sheet I Tall rope I 


Let go the haul:" 


While tbe sleepy man at the wheel, startled 


with the unearthly commands, would yell 
back, "Ay, ay, sir!" at which our captain 
would chuckle, ogre like, all by himself.
